Provisions of the General Bill May Be Made to 


Apply— Solons to Repeal New Act 


On Railroad Lighting. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 
Columbus, Aug. 
14.—After 
giving 
the subject much research Secretary 
of State Laylin has formed the con­ 
clusion that it will be necessary for 
the legislature to re-enact the election 
laws which 
it was thought at 
first 
would have to be done. 
He says that 
the election boards in all cities save 
in E ast Liverpool and Findlay were 
created under a general law, giving 
registration to cities possessing a cer­ 
tain population. 
Special registration 
acts were passed lor the two 
cities 
mentioned and both are clerly uncon­ 
stitutional. 
The 
belief obtains that 
registration can be extended to these 
cities under the general act. 
Right or wrong, Mr. Laylin says, the 
court will uphold the law under which 
the fall elections will be held, and no 
undue alarm need be felt. It is doubt- j 
ful whether the law abolishing 
city 
election boards in Mahoning and Sum-j 
mit counties and placing control of all 
elections in the hands of the county 
board is sound. 
This act was passed 
last spring. 
The code builders have concluded t o , 
refer the m atter of civil service to the I 


legislators, leaving them 
to 
decide 
whether it shall go into the code. The 
state bar committee refused to stand 
for civil service unless it was 
pro-j 
vided for cities. The code will make 
only minor changes in the municipal 
ownership laws. 
At present 
munici­ 
palities may own 
their 
own 
light 
plants, water works, and these provis­ 
ions will probably be 
adopted with­ 
out much revision. 
Governor 
Nash j 
has decided to stay away from Repre-t 
sentative Querin s clambake, which is 
to be held at Sandusky today and to­ 
morrow. 
The governor proposes to abide res­ 
olutely by his former declaration not 
to expose his code to the scrutinizing 
glances of the 
legislators until they 
assemble August 25. 
He charges the 
code builders not to breathe a word 
to outsiders about what is going into 
the measure, but the newspapers art 
still able 
to chronicle from day to 
day the doings of the select few who 
have 
to do with the code. 
The bill 
has to be out down to 13,000 words.

Colonel Gaynor, who is suffering from 
rhtumatism, retired to his room.

Judge Caron Gave Reasons. 


Judge Caron, who spoke in French, 
occupied about two hours in deliver­ 
ing his judgment. 
In reviewing the 
legal proceedings since the arrest of 
it.e two prisoners, he pointed out that 
their counsel hail raised an important 
qib stion to the eff< ct that the* war­ 
rant issued by Magistrate Lafontaine 
was Illegal <m the ground that it did 
not contain the date nor the year in 
which the alleged offense had been 
committed. 
He could not 
presume 
\ hen the offense was committed, and 
it may have been previous 
to 
the 
signing of the treaty between 
the 
United States and Great Britain, and 
if so the accused could not be held, 
as the tnaties had no retroactive ef 
U * t. 
According to a deposition made in 
Montreal by Mr. Erwin, counsel for 
tiie United States, in May last, con­ 
tinued Judge Caron, the accused were 
charged with fraud committed on or 
« bout Jan. 1, 1S97. 
That crime was 
not included in the treaties and that 
of receiving money under false pre- 
t< uses was only included in the treaty 
of 1900. 
This was fatal to the prose­ 
cution, and the warrant issued 
by 
Judge Lafontaine was defective, as 
the offense included therein did not 
fall under the • xtradition treaty. Con 
ecquently the arrest was illegal and 
the accused must be set at liberty.

registration to cities possessing a cer­ 
tain population. 
Special registration 
acts were passed tor the two 
cities 
mentioned and both are clerly uncon­ 
stitutional. 
The 
belief obtains that 
registration can lie extended to these 
cities under the general aet. 
Right or wrong. Mr. Laylin says, the 
court will uphold the law under which 
the fall elections will be held, and no 
undue alarm need lie felt, 
it is doubt­ 
ful whether the law abolishing 
city 
election boards in Mahoning and Sum­ 
m it counties and placing control of all 
elections in the hands of the county 
board is sound. 
This act was passed
